Imagine a machine that can guess your thoughts 
No, it's not science fiction - it's already here. The 
20Q electronic game asks you to think of an 
everyday object. By asking 20 questions such as 
"can it fit in an envelope?" or "is it multi- 
coloured?" - the satsuma-sized marvel works out 
which animal, vegetable or mineral is on 
your mind. Spookily, it's usually right! 
The 20Q toy is the brainchild of 
Canadian software developer, 
Robin Burgener. He reveals that 
there are more than 2,000 objects 
stored in its memory, plus 160 
questions it selects from to read 
your mind. "It's very addictive as 
people are always trying to beat 
the game," adds Robin. "But often 
they want the game to win to prove it 
can guess correctly! It appeals to all ages 

- as long as you can read, you can play the 
game. My five-year-old daughter loves it and so 
does my wife's mother, who is in her 60s. She 
plays it for hours!" 

Computer programming and word games might 
not be an obvious combination but Robin admits 


to having lots of different interests. "Word games 


were popular with my family when I was growing 
up," he recalls. "But 1 was also into computers 
from an early age. I had contracts for 
programming jobs when | was 12!" 
20Q has its origins back in 1988, when Robin 
developed the original software for the game 
"| was keen to experiment with artificial 
intelligence," he recalls. "I had seen a 
program used to identify animals. It 
was a binary tree, which meant it 
asked 'yes' or 'no' questions that 
spread out like tree branches, until 
you reached the correct animal 
The problem was if the player 
misunderstood one single question 
or answered it incorrectly, it failed." 
Robin's solution was to create a 
complicated matrix, linking every 
object to every question. "It's called a 
neural-network," he continues. "The computer can 
look at all the answers given and decide on the 
likeliest solution." The game began its life on a 
floppy disk that Robin lent to his friends. It proved 
to be so popular that he launched a version on the 
internet. Originally, there were around 100 objects 
in the computer's memory. Now there are 13,000 


objects it can 
suggest! Interest in 
the game is 
worldwide – it's 
sometimes hard to get onto the website because 
so many people are on-line. "I've got 20 computers 
in my basement to run the game," says Robin 

One of the cleverest elements of the online game 
is that it learns as people play against it. If a 
player answers a question incorrectly, the 
computer won't know it's wrong. But as more 
people play and give the correct answer, the 
computer will learn to take the most popular 
response. "We occasionally get feedback from 
players who think an answer is wrong," explains 
Robin. "What they don't realise is they have the 
power to correct any problems themselves, simply 
by playing the game several times and giving the 
correct answer." 

And if you're trying to come up with a good object 
to test 20Q's electronic brain, Robin knows a few 
that you should avoid "Horse crops up frequently 
but the word which is used in around 1% of all the 
games played on the website is carrot!"
